The Kingston Guardian is 
launching a campaign to 
keep the Kingston in Kingsto- 
nian by supporting fans who 
want to keep the football club 
within borough boundaries. 

The club, founded 130 years 
ago this autumn have played 
at Kingsmeadow stadium in 
Kingston for the past 25 
years. 

But this set up has come 
under threat following a deci¬ 
sion by AFC Wimbledon 
bosses to sell the stadium and 
go back to their roots by 
building a new ground in 
Merton. 

Although the Dons were 
unable to confirm whether 
Kingstonian’s relocation 
within the borough has fea¬ 
tured in ongoing negotiations 
with Premier League giants 
Chelsea, they have pledged to 
help the Ks. 

A spokesman said: “Wim¬ 
bledon will be making a 
substantial donation to 
Kingstonian and are also 


providing practical assis¬ 
tance to help Ks to achieve 
their objective.” 

Lifelong Kingstonian fan 
Jamie Cutteridge launched 
an online petition on 
Kingston Council’s website 
after learning about plans to 
sell off Kingsmeadow. 

The petition currently has 
more than 300 signatures and 
the Kingston Guardian is 
proud to say several of these 
are members of the newspa¬ 
per’s staff. It needs 500 signa¬ 
tures to be discussed at full 
council. 

The petition asks the coun¬ 
cil to uphold a 1989 covenant 
on the ground which states it 
should be used for the senior 
football team in Kingston - 
Kingstonian. 

The campaign has political 
support from Kingston and 
Surbiton MP James Berry. 

He said: “Whether it is at 
Kingsmeadow or elsewhere, 
we have to keep Kingstonian 
in the borough. They are a 
local institution.” 

Kingstonian fan and Coun¬ 
cillor Jon Tolley said: “How 
will we survive if we don’t 
even have a ground? That’s 
the real problem. 


“If the council decided that 
they want to help Kingstoni¬ 
an then that’s cool - there 
have been a few conversa¬ 
tions about how Kingstonian 
can continue to exist. 

“But there’s only so much 
they [the council] can do, 
there is a lot of willingness to 
make something happen, but 
it is a case of whether there is 
even any land. If there is not 
any land to build a new 
ground on then there is very 
little they can do.” 

Kingstonian have used 
Kingsmeadow rent free for 
the past decade. In light of 
this, a statement on the club’s 
website earlier this year ad¬ 
mitted a move to a new loca¬ 
tion would suit it best should 
Chelsea take over the ground. 

A spokesman from Chelsea 
said any further news would 
be announced directly on the 
club’s website. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
is set to meet Kingstonian 
representatives in the next 
few weeks to discuss plans to 
keep the Ks.

A Kingston swimming club 
is worried about its future as 
plans to redevelop Cocks 
Crescent, in New Malden, 
could see the club without a 
pool for months. 

Kingston Royals Swim¬ 
ming Club, which has 500 
members, is currently based 
at the Malden Centre. 

Despite no concrete plans 
for the site, the centre may 
close as part of the Cocks 
Crescent redevelopment 
works. 

The swimming club has 
called on Kingston Council 
to commit to replacing the 
pool at the Malden Centre - 
and also build a competitive 
Olympic-sized pool else¬ 
where in the borough. 

Club chairman Tim Boden 
said: “The outcome of this is 
absolutely critical to the 
club’s future. 

“It could range from a 
50m pool with spectator

facilities, which would be 
fantastic, right through to 
the loss of the existing pool 
without replacement.” 

There are currently only 
two public swimming pools 
in Kingston, the other being 
at the Kingfisher leisure 
centre, in Farfield Road. 

There are, however, swim¬ 
ming pools in some of the 


borough’s schools. 

The proposal to build an 
additional 50m pool has re¬ 
ceived backing from 
Kingston MP James Berry, 
who would like a third built 
south of the A3. 

The Conservative MP met 
with the club on Friday, 
September 18. 

He said: “I’d love to see 


another swimming pool in 
Kingston. 

“We already have fewer 
pools in Kingston per head 
of population than other 
boroughs and that’s before 
you take our growing popu¬ 
lation into account. 

“There will always be a 
pool in New Malden, but if 
you look at the number of 
people living in Kingston we 
don’t have anywhere nearly 
enough.” 

Kingston Council has been 
working with the New 
Malden Future Group since 
July to create a redevelop¬ 
ment plan for Cocks Cre- 
sent. 

Results of a public consul¬ 
tation are due to be an¬ 
nounced shortly. 

Kingston Royals vice- 
chairman Julian Oldfield 
has launched a petition to 
fight the “irreparable dam¬ 
age” leaving the borough 
with only one swimming 
pool could have for the club.

The former MP for Kingston 
and Surbiton, Ed Davey has 
begun life outside of Govern¬ 
ment with new consultancy 
roles.

Macquarie Bank works with 
councils to install solar panels 
on housing association prop¬ 
erties, so they get cheap or 
free energy. 

Mr Davey said: “I’m helping 
the councils come to a deci¬ 
sion, yay or nay, would they 
want to go with Macquarie. 

“I’m acting as a consultant 
so they are short term, they 
don’t last very long.”

Thumbs up for 
Lidl relocation 

New jobs expected to be created through 
Lidl’s plans to relocate its headquarters 
to Tolworth in a four-storey landmark 
building were largely welcomed during a 
one-day consultation. 

Hosted in the grounds of Kingston Uni¬ 
versity in Tolworth, the plans for the Ju¬ 
bilee Way site were largely met with 
approval on Monday, September 21. 

Ken Lowes said: “I think it’s brilliant. 
We need employment round here, we 
need jobs to help the Broadway. 

“What we don’t need is the cars. The 
traffic, I think, everyone is worried 
about. This brings local jobs and that’s 
something we need.” 

Traffic worries were a main concern. 
One man, who did not want to be 
named, said the 450-plus cars expected to 
pour out of the exit at the end of the day 
could cause problems. 

Bob Phillips, who co-wrote The History 
of Tolworth with Pat Maude, gave a copy 
of the book to developers. 

Oliver Barrett, development manager 
at Lidl, said the close proximity to Wim¬ 
bledon - where the current head office is

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‘Forest’ of cannabis plants 
is discovered by police

It could have been a very green 
Christmas this year as police offi¬ 
cers discovered a forest of herbal 
cannabis plants complete with a 
gazebo just a stone’s throw away 
from Berrylands station. 

Officers from Kingston found the 
display of gardening expertise 
growing on Thames Water land in 
Lower Marsh Lane close to the 
Hogsmill Sewage Treatment Works 
after it was reported to them via an 
employee on patrol. 

Taking up an area the size of a 
football pitch, more than 150 plants 
worth hundreds of pounds - some 
more than 5ft tall - were found on 
Thursday, September 24 just after 
11.30am. 

Police described the plants as a 
“small forest of Christmas trees”. 

PC Sarah Henderson added: 
“Whoever set this up used a really

remote spot, the only way to get 
there was a 20-minute walk through 
wasteland. 

“But all their time, trouble and 
gardening skills will go unreward¬ 
ed, as the whole lots will now be de¬ 
stroyed by police.” 

Social media users were quick to 
comment. 

One Twitter user said: “They 


[police] found a forest of marijuana 
in London and they’re getting rid of 
all of it...what.” 

Another said: “Only in Surbiton 
would police find a cannabis farm 
with its own gazebo.” 

Someone else asked: “So if a tree 
falls in this forest, does it just fall 
down and chill?” 

A writer joked: “Cannabis forest 


in Kingston! My stomping ground, 
the area in which I set my first mys¬ 
tery novel. Agatha would be gravely 
disturbed.” 

Meanwhile another Twitter user 
described the land as the “cultural 
centre of London” and another said 
he had always wondered about the 
smell in Berrylands. 

No arrests have been made and 
enquiries are ongoing. 

A Thames Water spokesman con¬ 
firmed the cannabis had been found 
on overgrown Thames Water land 
around half a mile from the main 
sewage works. 

He added: “We are fully co-operat¬ 
ing with the police investigation.” 

Anyone with information about 
the cultivation of these plants 
should call police on 101. 

John Marshall, who lives with his 
wife Maureen in Lower Marsh 
Lane, said: “Police come down this 
road about twice a day and there are 
always helicopters, so I was very 
surprised to hear where it was. But 
the grass there is very overgrown.” 


‘Gates of Mordor’ to loom 
over town centre approach 


The approach to Kingston will “look like 
the gates of Mordor” if a plan to build a 
16-storey high-rise goes ahead. 

This was just one of the comments lev¬ 
elled at the latest planning application 
for the old post office site in Ashdown 
Road, likening the proposal to the 
malevolent gates in Tolkien’s Lord of 
the Rings trilogy which were guarded by 
the Dark Lord’s Ores. 

The plans were displayed by developer 
St George at a public exhibition. The 
proposals include buildings ranging 
from four to 16 storeys for residential 
use, a restaurant, office space, leisure or 
retail use and car parking. 

Kingston Residents’ Alliance (KRA) 
member Sharron Sumner, said: “They 
[the developers] confirmed that the 
main tower is 59 metres tall and just 
60cms lower than Kingston College. I 
think having this new tower opposite 
the Kingston College tower will make 
the approach to Kingston look like the 
gates of Mordor.” 

Mediha Boran, also a KRA member, 
said: “[The] question is, is ‘bad’ better 
than ‘terrible’? The current scheme 
must stand on its own two feet and not 
be compared to previous versions.” 


When proposals were first submitted, 
a tower with 21 storeys was planned be¬ 
fore this was scaled down to 19 storeys 
with the current proposal reduced to 16. 

Sean Bashforth, director of planning 
consultancy Quod, explained the 
changed application for client St George. 

He wrote: “In response to feedback and 
design development, the design of the 
scheme has been further refined in a 
number of respects. 

“This has resulted in alterations to the 
height and massing of the proposals.”

it.” 

Mr Whiteway trained for the 
RAF in Dallas and learned touch 
typing and shorthand. 

His two main trades were as a 
blacksmith and as a marine en¬ 
gineer. He continued to black¬ 
smith from home and built a 
portable forge, which he took to 
events. 

A lover of motorbikes, Mr 
Whiteway would put a side car 
on his bike and took his family 
around the country. 

When they all lived at home in 
Moor Lane, his three sons would 


often bring friends round to get 
things fixed and he was always 
willing to help. 

Mr Whiteway was still 
active as he grew older and 
would clear people’s gardens for 
them into his 80s. 

Last July, Roy’s wife of 63 
years, Dorothy, died in an acci¬ 
dental house fire. 

Mr Whiteway, managing direc¬ 
tor of Epsom Coaches, said: “We 
took him back there [the house 
in Moor Lane, Chessington] 
about four days before he died. 

“I don’t know whether it gave 


him some closure. 

“It’s sad because in his last 
year, just over a year since the 
fire, what must’ve been going 
through his mind.” 

He died on Sunday, September 
6, and his son said: “Mum and 
dad were really a part of the 
community, I’ve had so many 
cards. I think most people will 
remember them as always smil¬ 
ing, always happy to help anyone 
and always generous.”

Officers have 
solved just 12% 
of all burglaries 

Kingston police have successfully 
worked to reduce burglaries, but 88 
per cent of reported burglaries in the 
borough remain unsolved. 

Figures from the Metropolitan Police 
between July 2014 and July 2015 found 
only 12 per cent of the 973 domestic and 
non-domestic burglaries reported had 
been solved. 

But the report, released last month, 
also showed Kingston had the second 
highest detection rate of all 32 London 
boroughs. 

Chief Superintendent Glenn Tunstall 
said: “We recognise and address the 
need to keep burglary at the top of our 
policing agenda and have invested a 
vast amount of resource to tackling the 
issue. 

“Over the past three years alone, we 
have continually reduced the number 
of burglary offences, which equates to 
376 fewer victims of this crime. 

“Kingston borough remains one of 
best performing boroughs in respect of 
all burglary sanction detection rates, 
and we are committed to delivering the 
best possible service to all victims of 
burglary.” 

London Assembly member Murad 
Qureshi, said: “The fact that 88 per 
cent of burglaries are going unsolved 
in Kingston shows that London’s police 
service is already being stretched to 
the limit.” 
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Two brothers arrested after acid attack 


Two Old Malden brothers and a 
woman have been arrested on 
suspicion of attacking a mother- 
of-six with acid. 

Billy Midmore, 22, and Geof¬ 
frey Midmore, 26, of Sheephouse 
Way, were arrested in Kent 10 
days after an attack on Cara 
Whitlock that left her with “life- 
changing” injuries.

Street pastor jailed

A former Christian street pastor 
who used a hidden camera to 
record a young woman naked on 
at least 10 separate occasions has 
been jailed for nine months. 

Paul Jacobs, 56, of Grand Av¬ 
enue, Berrylands, appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court for his 
sentencing after pleading guilty 
to voyeurism at a previous 
hearing. 

The man, who quit the volun¬ 
tary organisation assisting late- 
night revellers in town centres, 
had friends and supporters in 
court who reacted with shock as 
he was jailed on Thursday, 
September 24. 

The Kingston Guardian is un¬ 
able to publish all the details of 
the case due to legal restrictions, 
but the offences date back to 
September 2014 and only came to 
light when the victim discovered 
a hidden camera. 

Jacobs admitted his guilt during 
police interviews. He also admit¬ 
ted viewing the footage, which 
ranged from 20 seconds to two 
minutes, before deleting it. He did 
not upload the footage to the in¬ 
ternet, the court heard. 

Prosecutor Thom Dyke said: 
“During his interviews Mr Jacobs

said he had prayed a lot and that 
God told him to admit what he 
had done and take responsibility 
for his actions.” 

Defence barrister Mr Shaw told 
the court: “I don’t deny there is a 
strong case against Mr Jacobs, 
but that comes from the fact he 
made a full and frank admission 
at the first opportunity.” 

He read out a letter from a pas¬ 
tor at Hampton Wick Baptist 
Church, where Jacobs worships, 
in which she insisted the church 
was now fully aware of what he 


had done, but had forgiven him. 

Recorder Ian Peddie called the 
crime “serious and distress¬ 
ing”, describing the victim as 
having suffered “a horrendous 
year causing her great hurt and 
humiliation”. 

He gave credit - time off his sen¬ 
tence - for the early plea, genuine 
remorse and low risk of re-offend- 
ing, but said: “You have pleaded 
guilty to the offence of 
voyeurism, which is a serious of¬ 
fence that is done for the purpose 
of obtaining sexual gratification 
from a person who has not con¬ 
sented and is unaware. I accept 
that you have shown genuine re¬ 
morse and shame for what you 
have done and accept that your 
life is in tatters, but so is hers. 

“You have done work for years 
with homeless and disadvantaged 
people, you were well respected in 
the community. That is obvious 
from the many supporters you 
have here in court today to hear 
you being sentenced. 

“However, the public must be 
made aware of the consequences 
of this type of crime and there¬ 
fore I sentence you to nine 
months imprisonment which 
would have been 13 and a half had 
you not received the credit I men¬ 
tioned earlier.” 

Jacobs must remain on the sex 
offenders register for 10 years.

Making dream reality

After months of anticipation a 
planning application has been 
submitted to part demolish the 
long-standing North Kingston 
Centre to make way for the 
Kingston Academy. 

The Richmond Road school 
opened its doors to 134 students 
as a “learning village” at the be¬ 
ginning of the academic year 
with portable cabins in the site’s 
car park. 

Kingston Educational Trust 
(KET), the group behind the bor¬ 
ough’s first free secondary 
school funded by central Govern¬ 
ment, has now put forward its 
proposals for a permanent build¬ 
ing to Kingston Council. 

Plans include building a 6,537sq 
m extension for classroom space, 
a multi-use games area, 82 front 
parking spaces, widened pedes¬ 
trian and cycle access routes and 


a sports hall. 

Kingston College principal and 
KET chairman Peter Mayhew- 
Smith said: “KET is delighted 
that the developers and the Gov¬ 
ernment agency building the 
school for us have devised a great 
scheme. 

“We believe that will make our 
dream of a fabulous new school 
for north Kingston a reality.” 

The North Kingston Centre 
was once used for the borough’s 
adult education services, but was 
moved to make way for the free 
school almost two years ago. 

Adult education services have 
struggled to find a permanent 
base since. 

Christine Arnold, who attend¬ 
ed classes at the centre, said she 
was “relieved” to see the free 
school would keep some ele¬ 
ments of the old building in its 
design, such as the front facade. 

She said: “From what I can see, 
I’m really pleased to see the main 
parts of the main building are 
going to stay. 


“It’s a building with a lot of 
character and a lot of people are 
very nostalgic about it.” 

The planning application will 
now go through a consultation 
process. 

Approval is expected to take 
about 12 weeks and, if passed, 
the new building could be ready 
by 2017. 

Kingston Liberal Democrat 
leader Councillor Liz Green said: 
“The school may be there for 50 
or so years, so it will be worth 
spending a bit more. 

“It all depends on how much 
they [the Government] are 
spending. If they are planning to 
do it on the cheap then it will be a 
problem.” 

Kingston Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Kevin Davis said: “I am 
pleased to see that we have got an 
application in. In our terms, it’s 
just another step towards getting 
the school up and running.” 

The closing date for comments 
on the application on the council 
website is Tuesday, October 13. 


Mini-Holland’s 
quiet beginning 


Work on the first phase of Kingston’s 
£33m mini-Holland cycling scheme has 
begun - although you would not realise 
it. 

Kingston Council has started covert 
preparation works along Portsmouth 
Road so that when the main work starts 
in November it is not too disruptive. 

The cost of the first phase more than 
doubled in July when planners realised 
building and preparation work along the 
stretch would be far more costly than 
previously thought. 

Preparations include remote CCTV 
scanning of drains. 

All of the Portsmouth Road work must 
be finished by August 2016 in time for the 
Prudential Ride London cycling race.

Historic trams and 
car are in the frame 


The picture (Where was this first 
tram setting off from?, Septem¬ 
ber 18) in your sister title the 
Surrey Comet was taken on 
March 1, 1906 at the Hampton 
Wick side of Kingston Bridge 
with Alderman HC Minnitt at the 
controls of the first electric tram 
to enter Kingston. 

Two more decorated trams fol¬ 
lowed on the right with another 
car on the left waiting on the 
spur to Hampton Court used by 


service 71 - the longest-used 
route numbers in the Kingston 
area. The inspection cover 
shown still exists in Surbiton 
and probably a lot more can be 
seen at Fulwell bus garage, 
which was the depot for supply¬ 
ing most of Kingston’s tram and 
trolleybus services. 

The last tram to be seen in the 
old borough of Surbiton was ex¬ 
hibited at Chessington Zoo from 
1952 until 1964, when it was 


transferred to Carlton Coalville 
tram and trolleybus museum 
near Lowestoft. Anyone wishing 
to see a London trolleybus 
should visit the London Bus Mu¬ 
seum at Brooklands on Sunday, 
October 18, when trolleybus 1812 
should be on display. This vehi¬ 
cle was exported to Spain and re¬ 
turned to UK in 1977 where it has 
been restored for left-hand drive.
